citizens. 


In view of the heavy and increas'ng 


debts of that City, it is not surprising that 
pauperism has called forth the patient and 
earnest thoughts of iti excellent Mayor 
and honorable Counci1. We, in this City, 
may learn from such a development to use 
svery just precautionary measure to check 
this nvi! among us.

it wise that the City debt of Newport is 
now only §18,800. While.however we ought 
to guard, against the evils of pauperism, let 
us remember that frequently the inosl- 
worthy poor'are.; unknown.
